WASHINGTON. Jan.

ment o! an agricultural experiment station 
in connection with the agricultural colleges

General Crook has no doubt that 
the hostil"s will surrender.

prepared, he says, a written statement of 
their troubles and grievances which led 
them to leave their reservation. 


The proposal for an armistice and con-

NaU'hez. who came in person into the 
United titatve camp and offered to Kurren- 
(ler, saying that they were utterly discour- 
aged and were tired of being hunted from 
rock to rock. Lieutenant Maun, in command 
after thedeath ot Captain Crawford, would 
consent to nothing but an unconditional 
.surrender, and an agreement for a confer- 
ence was iniule. The death of Captain 
Crawford is much regretted at the War De- 
partment, where he is described as n, gal- 
lant officer and one of the best Indian 
fighters in the service. 


A San Francisco dispatch says: Major- 


General Pope said yesterday thai lie felt 
certain that the Mexicans who attacked 
Captain Crawford were not regular troops. 
but renegades, who took Americans for 
hostiles and attacked them in hope of 
obtaining money offered by tl|e State of 
Sumira fur the bcitlps of bostiies.

troops, he said, were ai-tin^ according to a 
mutual agreement with Mexico, by which 
troops of either country are permitted to 
pursue the common enemy acrons the bor- 
ders of the other. He added thatthe most 
friendly feeling exists between the troops 
of both countries.
